STAINS ON STOCKINGS. 


It is not always easy to remove 
from stockings stains which have 
been caused by contact with an oil- 
ed part of a bicycle or motor-tar 
when the stain has once been allow- 
ed to become dry. ‘The following 
treatment, however, is usually suc- 
cessful, First wash out aa much of 
the ofl as possible from the stock- 
ings, then damp a piece of cotton 
wool in pure alcohol and rub it 
gently into the stain until it be-} 
gins to disappear. Repeat the pro- 
cess with o clean piece of cotton 
wool, and finally, when the stain 
has entirely disappeared, rinse the 
stockings in luke-warm’ water. The
